On  30  Hay  52,  tha  pilot,  eo-pllot  and  enginaer  of  C->54  type  aircraft  # 42-72452A,  6iat 
Tro^*Carrier  Group,  Heavy,  APO  704,  flying  on  a course  of  190^,  at  altitude  of  6,500ft 
reported  observing  unidentified  aertal  object  between  1900  and  1930  ho\u*s,  that  date, 
at  approx  34015*N  • 139^30*B«  Three  crew  BMbers  agree  object  was  round,  dark  and  that 
it  hovered*

The  eo-pllot  and  engineer,  observing  object  fron  five  to  seven  minutes,  agree  that 
object  dis^)peared  rapidly  to  the  west,  that  no  esdiaust  flaass  were  visable,  no  means 
of  propulsion  ascertainable,  and  that  object  was  unfamiliar  and  dissimilar  to  any  \ 
aircraft  known  to  them*  1 

The  three  observers  agree  object  was  at  approx  10,000  to  20,000  feet  altitude* 

Co-pilot  and  engineer  agree  that  object  was  not  a cloud,  nor  a ballooni  Agree  on  all 
points  except,  that  the  engineer  believee  object  had  e '’tail”.

Pilot  minimi  sea  entire  incident,  stating  that  In  his  opinion  object  was  merely  an 
unusual-appearing,  dark,  round  and  towering  cloud,  detached  from  other  cloud  formations 

in  arsa  and  that,  tharefore,  no  Idantlfloation  action  was  takan.

Pilot,  1st  Lt  Arblastar,  is  29  yrs  of  aga,  has  1,929  flying  hrs,  states  ho  frequently  ' 
observes  odd-appearing  cloud  formations,  believes  moat  unidentified  aerial  sightlnga 
are  Imaginative,  and  apparently  does  not  attach  any  appreciable  degree  of  importence 
to  reports  concerning  \inidentified  flying  objects.  (Intel.  Officer's  opinion  that 
pilot  anxious  to  excuse  himself  for  not  having  taken  identification  action  by  notifying 
COX,  and  for  not  having  taken  prospt  reporting  action  upon  returning  to  base.  Hilot 
made  his  report  seven  days  after  incident.  However,  pilot  probably  sincere  in  hia 
evalaation  of  incident  since  he  only  fenced  at  objecr,  idiereaa  other  meabere  witnessed 
object  from  five  to  seven  nlntes.}  (Use  inclosed  sx^emants.)

"At  1355»  30  '-tay  1952#  took  off  froo  Taohikorw  Air  Sao®  on  p Troop  Carrier 
trip  in  C*54  t2452*  I irea  oo-pilot  on  the  crew*  *Je  ollnbed  on  co’irsa  to  Cshina 
to  8,500  feet,  on  a nagnotlo  heading  of  about  de:3recs  and  at  a rate  of  about 
5?0  ^oet  per  alnute.  Our  indicated  airspeed  iras  150  - 160  'I?H.

"?roQ  tlaa  to  tlae  after  takeoff  and  after  oll-sbinj  a few  slnutos  I glanced 
toward  the  west  obaerring  the  effect  of  the  sunset  behind  the  cloud  formations. 

X noticed  what  at  first  appeared  to  be  a roind  black  cloud  detached  fron  the 
rest  of  the  foreation  and*  in  a sort  of  trough  In  the  contour  of  the  tops  of  the 
clouds*  After  watching  this  for  about  one  alnute,  I noted  that  ay  watch  read 
1908  ho\ire^  as  I daeldad  iQr  this  tine  that  the  object  waa  not  a cloud  nor  did  it

"I  called  the  attention  of  the  aircraft  oonnander,  the  engineer  and  nawlga- 
tor,  who  wAs  not  on  tha  crew  but  was  in  the  navigator's  ooopartaent,  to  the 
object*  The  aircraft  oooaander,  1st  Lt  Arblaster,  was  occupied  piloting  the 
plane  and|  glanced  only  once  at  the  object.  The  engineer  looked  at  the  object 
for  a ninhoe  or  two  end  reoarked  that  it  waa  not  on  aircraft  nor  a cloud  in  his 
opinion.  The  nawigator  told  me  later  when  I questioned  hin,  that  he  merely 
glanced  atMhe  object  and  thought  It  was  a cloud, 

obqerred  the  object  until  It  dlsappe&rod  froQ  sight  at  1914*  Xt  appeared 
darker,  tharl  tha  clouds  and  of  an  aloost  circular  shape  but  soraewhat  flattened 
on  top  and  potton.  At  sone  norients  It  seeaed  to  wobble  slightly.  It  hovered
